o. 3. Res. 39 involves the functioning of the Congress in time of 
national emergency or disaster, and is therefore & mat.er of the internal 
organisation of the Congress, Inscfar ag this relates to the intornal 
security of the United States it would appear te be inappropriate: for this 
Agency to teetify on 8.-9i Rea. 59 a0 we are specifically prohibited by 
S«otion £92(4)}{3} of the National Security Act of 1947 from aay internal 
security functions. 


Naturally in carrying out our intelligence and related fun itions, 
we are keeping the appropriate governmental official informed of all 
intelligence which we obtain pertaining to any menaces to our national 
escurity originating abroad. 


la view of the legal restrictions mentioned above, I do avt believe 
it would be appropriate for this Agency to testify in connection with the 
proposed resolution. It would be appreciated if a representative af the 
Agency could be present so that if any matters within our prescribed 
duties might be directly or indirectly involved, 1 would be prompily 
advised with a view to rendering guch assistance te your Commitice 
as would be appropriate in the circumstances.
